%6 The Whitfuntide-Gift : or, 
dreamed, that he was riding out with a Re- 
lation of his, who lived at Amejbuyy in Wilt- 
jhire , on the Downs near that Town ; and 
that his Relation was robbed and murdered 
by two Men, whofe Perfons and Drefs he 
perfe£lly remembered. His Dream was fo 
ilrong, that he wrote to his Coufin at Amef- 
bury, begging him not to ride late, and then 
related the Dream he had concerning him. 
The Man received the Letter, but laughed 
at the Caution ; and next Night, on the very 
Spot therein mentioned, he was both robbed 
and murdered. His Wife extremely afflift- 
ed for his Lofs, (hewed this Letter to his 
Friends, and from the exa6l Defcription of 
the Murderers they were taken up,feparately 
confined, and by their equivocal and con- 
tradiaory Anfwers, fome of the murdered 
Man’s Things being alio found upon them, 
they were convi&ed, and hanged in Chains 
on the Spot where the Murder was commit- 
ted. I remember this PafTage, my Lord, 
fays Mafter Smithy and many others which 
evidently prove, that God Almighty will 
never fuffer the Murderer to go unpunilhed 
m in this World, but that he will fu U 
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A Man was taken up on Sl ' r P ,cl ° n 
Murder, but when brought to the Bar, 
the Evidence appeared not Itrong enoug 
to convift him. He behaved with gieat 
apparent Boldnefs, for he knew there we 
noWitneffes to the Faft ; and he had 
alfo taken all neceffary Cautton to prevent a 
Difcovery. But the Judge obferved in the 
Man’s Countenance a Terror and Confu- 
fion, which his pretended Boldnefs could 
not hide, and therefore kept his Eye fted- 
faftly fixed upon him the whole Time. As 
foon as the laft Witnefs was difmiffed, the 
Man afked, if they had any more Evidence 
again ft him? When the Judge looking ftern- 
ly at him, afked him, if he did not him r el£ 
know of one more th ;.t could appear againft 
him, whofe prefence would put the Matter 
out of Doubt. On which the Man flatted, 
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
